For twelve weeks she watch- 
ed over her sick husband with no one 
to aid her, and when he died she was 
left alone in the wilderness. After 
walking nine miles she found a cabin 
, io which three fishermen were winter- 
ing. She became sick of scurvy, but 
was tenderly cared for and finally 
reached St. Michael, and took passage 
for Sari Francisco on the Bertha. 

It was not until Mrs. Bens reached 
Mulate, on her way South, that she 
beard that the members of the party 
which had been left behind on the 
steamer Elk had all died during the 
winter and spring from scurvy, aud 
that all had been burried on a small 
island.

They made a rude bier of 
firs aud saplings, and on it carved a 
rude square and compass, a Maltose 
cross and his innitials, so the remains 
might be identified if ever found."

Board of this Bureau authorized Un- 
employment of lecturers to visit the 
various counties of the State for the 
purpose ot Organizing Agricultural 
Societies or Farmers Club?. 

Agriculture, like any other occupa- 
tion, depends for success upon the 
adoption of such methods as will pro- 
duce tbe greatest possible return for 
the labor expended. This fact is rec- 
ognized by all lines of trade in tbe 
formation of societies to study tbe con- 
ditions and devise ways aud means of 
decreasing the cost of production, 
which is but another expression for 
increasing pri.fits. 

Tbe farmers of Kentucky suffer a 
loss of many thousand dollars annu- 
ally through failure to realize the im- 
portance *>f doing thoroughly what is 
done and by neglecting the many 
"small things" that go so far towards 
adding to the income of a progressive 
farmer. Is there any good reason whv 
tbe farmers of each county should not 
organize a Faimcrs Club, where they, 
their wives, sous and daughters would 
meet, say monthly, for an interchange 
of ideas on the best means of doing 
the many things to be done on tbe 
farm? Can anyone doubt that we 
would each learn something from 
other ? No oratorical efforts six 
be attempted or expected, but t 
his own fashiou every farmer who i* 
interested iu his work should be will- 
ing lo give his views on the subject 
under discussion, aud if he has 
views, there is greater need tor him to 
attend aud listen to the views of other*. 

Farmers, more than any other class, 
are interested in good roads, and tho 
societies could do mtfcii to givefcum 
and force to the prevailing sentiment 
iu favor of a belli r highway system.

MISS BINDS 

-Writes Another Letter Graphically 
Describing Korean Architec 
tnre, 



House FnrniBhings, Agricultural 
and Garden Products, Fruits, 
Minerals, Etc. 

Dines With the American 
Minister. 




The follow iuic letter was received 
by Mr. R. M. Trimble, of this city: 
ABcVLt Kokka, ) 
Juno 5, 1899.( 
Deah Mb. TitiMin.F. : I assure you 
that the missive from your busy hand 
wj. much appreciated. It was a real 
Joy 10 hear that you had promised to 
•pond an evening with the dear child- 
ren. I trust you ei joyed it so much 
that you have beeu tempted to do ao 
many tlnies.and have not been able to 
resist. I have not forgotten that I 
promised to find answers to your 
many questions in regard to the peo- 
ple, etc., and send tuein to you. I 
have not ye; found them all, but 
will send you what 1 have, and kee p 
trying for others. I trust you under- 
stand that we do not, by any means, 
know all about the people when we 
land iu the couutry. We must be con- 
-tent to learn little by little, language 
and all. 

The houses are of two kinds; those 
roofed with a deep thatch of rice straw 
and those covered with a bltck tiled 
v 'oof. All one story buildings except 
-a few government and business house". 
The frame work of the roof, to sup- 
port the heavv thatch or tiles, is well 
mortised together, and made very 
strong, and toauppon mis well-planed 
logs of wood orOHs the room a over- 
head and theae rest on pillars erected 
at interval* of ei«ht feet. This is all 
made before the wall is touched. In 
constructing the walls a wicker-work 
of twigs is woven, and over this mud 
»• is plastered ; this is some times faced 
.! »toue six! come limes the white 
*T f Korean paper is put on the ouuide as 
I.I on the inside, giving a very neat ap- 
I 1 pearance to the house. Partitions, 
} \ tti.-t can be easily removed, are pu: in 
in (tie pillar-, making the rooms 
eight feet *qtis.re. Larger rooms cau 
be made by removing the partition, 
and thus throwing two or three rooms 
together; that leaves the pillar stand- 
ing. 

The misdonaries who use the 
Korean nouses always enlarge and 
lemodel the rooms and take the pil- 
lars out, but have to put in a larger 
-cross-beam. The windows are dou- 
i / )'V h,! ouUiJa oue8 » re latticed and 

swing on hinge-. The inner ones 
slide iu grooves, aud both are covered 
with tough paper that admits a dim 
light. Iu the outer ones is sometimes 
inserted a pane of glass. 

The heating of tho rooms was one 
of your question. On oue side of the 
room on the ground is a place to make 
the fire. Leadiug out from this are 
five or six flues made along on the 
ground, and come together on an- 
other side of the room in au escape 
place for the smoke. They are made 
of stone aud mud, and over them is 
made a floor ot stone and mud. Oue 
this are two layers of piper pasted; 
the top one is very thick and saturat- 
ed with oil, so that it looks something 
like a brown oilcloth. The shoes are 
left at the door to preveut breaking 
the paper and thus allowing the smoke 
omo through. The kitchen is 
made by one room under which there 
% fireplace. The kitchen has no 
or except tho ground. Over the 
eplace two or three kettles, iu which 
the food is boiled, are set iu mud and 
stoue, so that the one tire cooks the 
meal aud then goes on and heats the 
lot in. Thev use wood or brush for 
Mel. This is carried iu froUl the 
couutry on tho back of the pony, or 
cow or ox. Abont a hundred sticks 
ol wood are bound together with ropes 
arid then botiud ou ihe animal's back, 
and great bundles of brush are thus 
trough t to the city. They are bound 
up twigs, leaves and all ; much of it is 
pine. 

I remember that you were curious 
as to were the natives get their furni- 
ture, as I bad to bring miue lrom 
America. They have just two kinds 
of furniture that are made by Korean?. 
One is the small round tables about a 



foot high and about a foot aud a half 
across the top— dinning tables. The 
other is a box for clothes. These are 
made of a very pretty dark wood with 
brass hinges and fastenings. They sit 
and sleep on the floor, hence have no 
ohairs or beds. For sleeping, some 
have a cotton mattress about an inch 
and a half thick and a comfort made 
of cotton : others lie on oue half of the 
comfort and cover with the other half. 
The pillow is a very small little thing 
made of straw or a block of wood. 
During the day these things are folded 
up on the boxes or put in closets that 
are made in the side of tho room. The 
table furniture is simple bowls' of 
brass and crockery aud chopstick-. 
Rice is their bread. The well-to-do 
have soup nude of vermicelli with 
some kind of meat and I do not know 
what else. The side bowls are bits of 
dried fish, boiled fish, pork, a sour- 
kraut composed of cabbage, shrimp, 
ginger, onions, red pepper, salt, etc. 
They do not drink tea, coffee, or milk, 
but indulge in liquor, which is made 
from rice, barlev, and wheat Poor 
people olten eat with their rice only 
brine soaked turnipp. Their vegeta- 
bles are very different from ours and 
are not healthful, hence we have our 
own garden. We had peas aud straw- 
berries on May 14' h, but they will soon 
be gone, aud we can not use vegeta- 
bles during tho rainy season, but will 
try to have them in the fall. There is 
a Chinese meat shop, from which we 
got beef two or three times ; it was 
very good. Occaslonly wo get a nice 
fish. A Korean man comes around 
with a box on his back and sells us 
spring chickens. They are so poor 
that I have not yet been able to recog- 
nize the tast of chicken, though we 



cost of $1150. Machinery and a 
bupgy were damaged.

feed them for some time before kill- 
ing them. During the winter the 
same man brought large chickens and 

deed. Though theie are cows in the 
country, the milk, like the vegetable*-, 
is quite different from American milk, 
so we uso tlncan milk and croam and 
butter. There has recently been ec 
tablished a Chinese house from wnieh 



we can got groceries aud many foreign 
things at a high price. 

Most of what wo use comes from 
America In cans and barrels. People 
can live well or not according as they 
have niony. With plenty of money 
almost anything can be ordered from 
America or England. I dined at the 
home of the Uuited States Minister. 
We had twelve courses and were at 
the table from seven till half-past ten 
p. m. You see only money is requir- 
ed to have what is wanted eveu in 
Korea. 

As to fruits, I havo not yet seen all 
varieties. All were gone when I 
came last fall except persimmons, 
chestnut* and English walnuts. There 
is also a kiud of pears that has kept 
all winter. They are hard and woody, 
so taste very little like pears. Doubt- 
less they would not keep so well were 
they not so much liko wood. I lei 
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very small cherry, peactes, aud scrub- 
by apples. 

The chief product is rice. Tho 
straw seems quita as useful as the 
grain. With it thev feed their stock, 
make roofs, sandals, ropes, sails for 
their boats, mats for the floor, aud it 
u used in many other ways. The rice 
hof a> good quality. They have many 
kinds of beans, but none that we cau 
me. The turnip looks like au enor- 
mous white raddish. Bad pepper, gin- 
ger, onions, lettuce are grown in largo 
quantities. Some potatoes and much 
tobacco are raised, and Koreans all 
smoke. Cotton and sill: are produced. 
Ginseng is growu as a government 
monopoly. Iron ore, tin, copper, lead, 
brass, and sllvtfr and gold are found 
in some sections of the country. 

Many questions will arise iu your 
mind from this information. If you 
will make a list of them I shall try to 
answer them. 

I have written this verv hurriedly, 
as I only have a very few moments to 
get this off and if it does not go this 
afternoon It will not go for ten days. 
Much love to all.

TO ATTRACT AUDIENCES. 

Clever Dodges of Theatrical Manager* 
•That Proved Successful. 

In the feverish endeavor.to obtain, 
that publicity which is vital to the 
success of a theatrical undertaking, 
some very curious expedients have 
been hit upon If ingenious manogers, 
of which the following are perhaps 
the more conspicuous: 

When the well-known nfelodrama 
celled "The Mystery of a Hansom 
Cab" was first produced in the me- 
tropolis, Londoners were astonished 
to behold driven through the streets 
a very smart hansom, in which there 
reposed a youth, dressed in evening 
clothes, and pallid apparently with 
" hues of deuth.

\n the approved prison fashion. Jo 
heighten the sensation, the convicts 
would sometimes make attempts to 
escape, causing an enormous crowd to 
collect. On the arrival of the genuine 
police, explanations would, of course, 
follow, and the gang would go on its 
way again, having given the play the 
most striking advertisement that 
could be conceived.
